“At 0440 I took the truck from the Red Roof and went 
to the east pier,” the lieutenant wrote, “but because of en- 
gine trouble I was quite late. Together with the army men 
and gasoline cans, I crossed the moonlit South seas in a 
large lighter. Reached Munda at 2230 and went immediate- 
ly to the bivouac area and slept.” 

A few hours after his arrival at Munda an air raid alarm 
sounded, and Lieutenant Miyako recorded his emotions dur- 
ing a bombing by United States planes. 

“A sharp explosion was heard near-by,” he wrote, “and, 
shaking with the feeling of danger, I looked for an air raid 
shelter, bow, hands with Karaguchi, who had a flash- 

soo ight, we ran to the air raid shelter, and un- 
. = til 2330 it was really indescribable. 
% “It was the most frightening 30 minutes 
I have ever spent since I was born. Con- 
tinuously the sound of the bombs and the 
naval shells could be heard near-by, and the 
concussions could be felt by us even in the 
shelter. All I could do was pray to God to 
save me and I would do any trying work 
in the future for His mercy. It was 30 min- 
utes that seemed like three hours. 

“The warm concussion air enters the 
shelter through the entrance. Everyone in 
the air raid shelter is saying something such 
as ‘Hell, it’s really terrible!’ Karaguchi and 

J. N. Donsidson. T were squatting with our arms crossed, 
heads bowed and our bodies ag small as possible. Anyway 
it was unbearable, as we would have been heaven-bound if 
we had received a direct hit. 

. “It seems that the naval batteries are aiming at the en- 

“Grance of the jungle, as there are trucks transporting loads 
to the jungle entrance with their lights on. The place where 
we are staying is only about 50 meters from the jungle’s 
entrance, so we received a concentrated barrage. I had heard 
that naval shelling is hell but I did not think it was as bad 
as this.” 

The éntries in the diary for the five days following the 
bombing were brief—‘‘Passed the day doing nothing.” “I am 
going to the very front lines.” 

On Mav 16 there is no entry. 

On Mav 17 Lieutenant Miyako left Munda for North 
Munda. He stood in the barge, he wrote, and enjoved fully 
the sky full of stars and the moon of the Southern seas. It 
would, the lieutenant felt. have been a magnificent night— 
“if this were onlv a time of peace.” 

It was colder when he reached North Munda, the road 
was rough. He paused by the hospital near the piers. After 
breakfast the next morning he called on the staff officers 
at headquarters, paid his respects, and met the head doctor. 
In the afternoon he took a nap. 

The next two davs, May 19 and 20, were spent studying, 
eating. bathing and preparing for removal to Rendova. “It 
glad I was of a bath,” he recorded, 
“for I surely love a bath.” He mentioned a feast of raw fish 
and a good size broiled eel. He heard that United States 
forces had landed at Kiska and recorded that he was glad 
he was not there. 

On May 24 he left North Munda for Rendova, noting in 
his diary that a large lighter from Dragon Point had been 
machinegunned by an enemy flying boat. “One dead, two 
wounded.” he jotted down

TERRIFIC WEATHER 

The weather over Germany was 
almost unbearable. Fliers wear- 
ing two suits of heavy underwear 
and electrically heated outer suits 
nearly froze. As the clouds and 
snowstorms thickened over Eu- 
rope, a majority of the big armada 
cut over to hit other unidentified 
targets in eastern Germany in or- 
der to take advantage of more 
favorable weather. 

The exact size of the force 
which smashed at Bertin remained 
an official secret, BbDut when the 
story is told in its entirety it un- 
doubtedly will be one of the epics 
of the war. 

The formation which hit the 
capital was led by Licutenant 
Colonel Harry G. Mumford, of 
San Jose, Cal., who marshalled his 
units together when the big fleet 
split up over Germany and form. 
ed an attacking group that deter- 
mined to press on to Berlin in 
spite of weather or resistance. 

The fliers reached their objec- 
tive and tensed for the bomb run 
through heavy flak as the Luft- 
waffe’s smal! but dangerous fight- 
er force swept in to give battle. 
DEADLY STRAFING 

Focke-Wulfs and Messerschmitts 
flipped out of the clouds in twos, 
threes and fives: and attacked 
head-on in a desperate effort to 
break up. the ‘unprecedented day- 


‘light invasion which presaged de- 


molition of the small islands of 
life in the sea of ruins below 

In scores-of gun-turrets Ameri- 
can boys set loose the lethal riv- 
eting-claMter of their 50-caliber ma- 
_chineguns. German went 
down, victim of a Fortress gun- 
ner, and another dropped seconds 
later in the fire of a Mustang. 

Through momentary breaks in 
the clouds the fliers saw their 
bombs go crashing into the build- 
ings of Berlin, blanketed in heavy 
snow. 

The German radio acknow'l- 
eiged that the Berlin area had 
been attacked—only 24 hours after 
Lightning fighters of the U. S. air 
force had reached the capital in 
their first penetration at stich a 
distance—but the broadcast assert- 
ed no bombs had fallen on the city 
itself. The wording hinted at a 
possible quibbling over the loca- 
tion of Berlin’s boundaries. 

The Fortresses put an end to 
the Nazis’ waning hopes that their 
capital would be immune from the 
Allies’ accelerating campaign of 

vertical warfare.” 

The last deep penetration of the 
‘ortre into Germany was iast 
October 9 when airplane factories 
in Fast Prussia were hit. The 
growing power of the American 
air force is reflected in the attack 
on the Berlin area, a spectacular 
and difficult blow undertaken as 
the operation for a third straight 
day of attack.

CIVILIAN MORALE LOW 

Stettin took a heavier blitzing 
than Warsaw. But it was not so 
much from the inhabitants of 
Stettin that I judged the decline 
in German civilian morale as from 
the evacuees from Hamburg, Ber- 
lin and the Ruhr who settled in 
East Prussia and western Poland. 

They were all 
dulled by their experiences. De- 
spair was written on their faces, 
although they were not given to 
giving their views in public, be- 
ing afraid to death of being over- 
heard by the Gestapo. 

A well-known German physician 
in Lodz had about a dozen evacu- 
ees billeted on him. While he at- 
tended to his patients he had to 
leave his house to the evacuees 
and when he returned later in the 
day, they had ripped up his car- 
pets for blankets and chopped up 
his furniture to make a fire.

HAD TO GET FOOD 

But the present regime in Ger- 
many’s biggest headache is the 
economic factor. In London one 
hears complaints about the food 
shortage, but the people here don’t 
seem to realize they are living ina 
land of plenty in comparison with 
Germany. 

True the ration books in Ger- 
many appear to indicate that the 
German is better fed. But it is not 
so. Food coupons have to be sur- 
rendered in restaurants in Ger- 
many, even in the factory work- 
ers’ canteens. And it must be re- 
membered in Getmany that the 
possession of food coupons does 
not mean that there is food avail- 
able to meet the coupons. 

Unless you are a prominent par- 
ty member you cannot replace 
your clothing coupons with 
clothes: to buy a new suit is an 
impossibility. You cannot even 
buy a pipe. I wanted to purchase 
a simple little amber brooch for 
my fiancee. But I couldn’t buy it; 
I was asked to barter for it by 
surrendering some silver object. 
Monev was no use. 

COFFEE IS TERRIBLE 

The only free purchasable com- 
modities in Germany are ersatz 
coffee. made from burnt acorns, 
geats for movie houses and news- 
papers. Newspapers are sold out 
within 10 minutes of their issue, 
and few want to sit in a movie 
theater and listen to German 
propaganda. There seemed to be 
no shortage of the ersatz eoffee, 
but it is unpalatable, indigestible 
stuff.

Tear Gas Laid

The tool con- 
tained tear gas cartridges, the 
agents reported. Guards found 
upon searching him, they said, 
that he carried two additional gas 
cartridges and one .32 blank car- 
tridge. 

The cartridges, it was said, could 
be released by working a clip 
mechanism at the eraser end of 
the pencil. Guards turned Wil- 
liams over to the FBI imme-

Dr. Hackney said indications

Records in the health office 
show that there were 1,405 influ- 
enza cases in November and De- | 
cember, 1943, with 1,372 listed for 
December, which also showed 
three deaths. In January, 1944, | 
there were 860 cases listed and 
these dropped to 127 for February 
of this year. There were 25 deaths 
in January and five in February. 

These figures compare to 66 
cases of flu for November and 
December, 1941, and to 120 for'| 
those same months in 1942.

The next five entries tell of the 
coming landing of United States 
forces and the plans of the Jap 
commander, 


June 22: “If they are landing 
now, I can’t tell when they will 
get here. Our whole company feels 
uneasy. Although we know we 
are in the front lines, when dan- 
ger gets upon us we all get that 
frightened feeling. In talking to 
the company commander I find 
that he is a special duty officer of 
the line service. He plans to with- 
draw with profitable loss when 
the enemy lands, and I am re 
lieved that he too is human. 

“As the enemy may have to 
carry out a holding position it has 
been decided that four or five 
very agile persons are to go on 
a reconnaissance patrol. When a 
senior N. C. O. came up and told 
me that he was no acrobat I said 
no, but he will go just the same. 
When he saluted me tears came to 
my eyes. 

“The entire first platoon stood 
in front of the company com- 
mander, listened to his speech, 
and then at his command (right 
face) turned and disappeared into 
the fast falling darkness which is 
so characteristic of the South Seas. 
This is known to be common in 
the Army but it was pitiful as it 
was understood that they would 
be annihilated if the enemy had 
already landed. 

“If they have landed we are all 
sure that it is not a small landing. 
S. L. F. headquarters does not re- 
inforce the troops on our Rendova 
island, which is a good landing 
place no matter what they say. 
It is understood we are lacking in 
manpower at the present.

Cobb Launches’ 


Tax Revision 


The Constitution's 
Marietta News Bureau. 

MARIETTA, March 4.—Cobb 
county officials are planning a tax 
revision - equalization program, 
which will take five years to com- 
plete, but will adjust the present 
out-of-date tax system, due to vast 
areas of new war developments, 
-Ben H. Wootten, chairman of the 
city-county planning commission 
said today. 

Using aerial photographs, the 
county's century-old 40 and 160- 
acre lots are blocked out and the 
properties’ enhancements are blue- 
printed from tax returns and tax 
accessors’ reports. All waste lands, 
mountainous and woody lands, 
streams, farming land and towns 
will be included in the tax-map 
project. 

From the proposed map, tax re- 
turns and tax assessments may be 
more accurately figured, Wootten 
said. 

Cobb county. over 222,000 acres, 
largely agricultural, has decreas- 
ed over 35 per cent in farm and 
crop property, according to J. H. 
Henderson, county agent. This de- 
crease has been since 1941. 

This tax program is under the 
guidance of George McMillan, 
county commissioner, and S. H., 
Ward, attorney for the tax as- 


sessor.

An estimated 75 wt workers in 
nine industries subject to the Fair 
Labor Standards Act will receive 
direct wage increases March 20 
when three wage orders setting a 
40 cents minimum hourly wage in 
the industries become effective, 
according to James G. Johnson, 
Atlanta regional director, wage 
and hour division, United States 
Department of Labor. 

The affected industry groups 
are the bakery, beverage and mis- 
cellaneous food industries with 
about 300,000 workers covered; 
the meat, poultry and dairy prod- 
ucts industries with about 450,- 
000 workers covered, and the met- 
al ore, coal, petroleum and natu- 
ral gas extraction industries with 
about 750,000 workers covered by 
the wage orders, Johnson said. 
The wage orders were issued 
after a public hearing on each case 
in accordance with recommenda- 
tions of industry committees for 
the several industries.

Most of the Japanese were 
mowed down as they charged in 
successive waves throughout Fri- 
day night and early Saturday 
morning into the lethal fire of the 
dismounted First Cavalry. Seven 
hundred were buried on the edge 
of Momote Airdrome, captured by 
the invaders when they landed 
Tuesday. 

“Again and again his (the ene- 
my'’s) forces hurled themselves 
against our lines in an incessant 
but futile effort to reach the field,’ 
MacArthur § said. “Wave after 
wave was destroyed before his 
forces finally recoiled in complete 
defeat after one of the fiercest en- 
counters of the war.” 

Only 61 Americans were killed 
and 244 wounded. 

After stopping the attacking 
forces the Americans prepared to 
continue their advance behind 
low-flying warplanes.

FAN IN FURNACE 

Question: I would like to know 
how a fan would operate on top 
of a furnace to push the heat up- 
stairs in the rooms.

Answer: A fan at the top of 
the furnace is not advisable for 
the heat at this point would be 
destructive to the motor.

Posted Monday 


Lower retail prices for marga- 
rines, macaroni products, syrup, 
molasses and a few other commod- 
ities are reflected in the revised 
dollars-and-cents ceilings for mar- 
ket basket food items announced 
by the Atlanta district Office of 
Price Administration for 98 coun- 
ties in this district. 

The revised prices become ef-

BAIL BONDS 

Following the previous Grand 
Jury investigation, we recommend 
to the Mayor and City Council of 
the City of Atlanta the following 
as an Ordinance to permit per- 
sons who are bona fide residents 
of Fulton and DeKalb Counties 
to sign their own bonds where 
charged with violating the Or- 
dinances of the City of Atlanta: 

Section 1. Where a person, who 
is a bona fide resident of Ful- 
ton County or DeKalb county, is 
arrested and charged with one or 
more city offenses and bail is as- 
sessed, and the officer taking and 
approving the bond or bonds is 
satisfied that such person is a 
bona fide resident of either coun- 
ty, he shall allow such person to 
deposit with the Police Depart- 
ment the sum of Two (2.00) Dol- 


lars in cash on each charge, and 
to sign his own appearance bond. 
This deposit or deposits shall be 
held by the Police Department in 
a separate fund until the case in 
which said deposit is made has 
been finally determined. If on 
appearance of the party in court 
to answer the charge or charges, 
he is acquitted or discharged, the 
sum or sums deposited shall be 
returned to said party, but if he 
shall be adjudged guilty and no 
appeal is made or supersedeas 
given, the sum or sums deposited 
shall be taken from the special 
deposit fund and applied to the 
court cost in such case or cases. 
If such party shall fail to appear 
in compliance with his appearance 
bond or bonds, the same shall be 
forfeited and the money deposited 
shall be forfeited and applied to 
costs. Execution shall issue and be 
collected on the forfeited bond or 
bonds as in the manner thereby 
collected for the forfeited bonds. 


Section 2. If a person so per- 
mitted to sign his own bond shall 
fail to appear in compliance with 
conditions. of said bond, and the 
same is forfeited, he shall be sub- 
ject to arrest, and shall not on 
such re-arrest be permitted to be 
released on bond except with 
good security, in the penal sum 
provided for in the first bond. 


Section 3. All provisions herein 
shall apply only to persons who 
are bona fide residents of Fulton 
and DeKalb Counties against 
whom charges have been filed for 
violatmng the City Ordinances of 
Atlanta. 


ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE 
CONTROL 


Upon investigation and personal 
conversation with Mr. Eugene 
Cook, State Revenue Commis- 
sioner, we learned that on account 
of shortages in the supply of le- 
galized liquors, there has been a 
tremendous increase in black mar- 
ket liquors and in order to cope 
with this situation he has increas- 
ed his inspection personnel from 
twenty-eight in 1943 to seventy- 
five for 1944, who will inspect 
every package liquor store in 
Georgia at least every sixty days, 
and also the department is now 
making laboratory tests, as evi- 
denced by reports from the Com- 
missioner, of every brand of le- 
galized liquor now coming into 
Georgia Package Stores.

Upon investigation we found 


that the convicted man having 
finished his sentence has no place 
to go to be hired for wages. 
While his intentions may be the 
best (and especially is it true of 
the first offense), no one is inter- 
ested in his hire. He must eat 
and he needs clothes. 

We, therefore, recommend: 

That some agency be created to 
bridge the gap between the time 
the sentence is ended and the 
placement of the server in a posi- 
tion to care for himself, 


So that he will not be abruptly 
turned out on society, and in a 
haze of hunger, and not being 
properly clothed, find the chan- 
nels that brought him to crime. 


The warmth of friendship should 
be extended the party about one 
to two weeks before his sentence 
by the court is completed. 


We believe this recommenda- 
tion will find favor with the 
courts. 


COLLINS MILITIA DISTRICT 


We recommended and requested, 
by proper resolution, additional 
precinct areas, making the total 
precincts for Collins district three. 


PARDONS AND PAROLES 


Our investigation was to deter- 
mine whether certain practices 
that were severely criticized by 
former Grand Juries had been dis- 
continued and prevented by the 
creation of this board. 

In our opinion there has been 
a vast improvement in this phase 
of operations and most of the un- 
satisfactory methods of dealing 
with pardons and paroles have 
been discontinued. 


We find that a pardon will be 
granted only 


(a) To that individual who can 
satisfactorily prove innocence of 
the crime for which he is serving 
time or has served time. 


(b) Newly discovered evidence 
showing non-guilt on the part of 
the convicted is the basis for 
granting a pardon. The board 
considers all parties guilty who 
have entered pleas of guilty, or 
who have been found guilty by 
a jury, but will investigate any 
substantial evidence showing the 
prisoner to be innocent. 


(c) It is the policy of the board 
to review and consider every pris- 
oner for parole periodically in ac- 
cordance with the following eligi: 
bility rules: 

“LIFE SENTENCES—Prison- 
ers serving a life sentence will 
become eligible for parole con- 
sideration after serving seven 
years. This also applies to pris- 
oners who have sentences total- 
ing 21 years or more. 


“FELONY PRISONERS—Per- 
sons convicted of a felony will 
become eligible for parole con- 
sideration upon completion of 
service of one-third of the mini- 
mum sentence, without good 
time. This ruling also applies 
to flat sentences. A minimum 
of six months should be served 
in all cases before a prisoner is 
eligible for parole consideration. 


“MISDEMEANOR CASES— 
Prisoners serving a misdemean- 
or sentence become eligible for 
parole consideration, upon ap- 
plication, after _completion of 
six months of the sentence im- 
posed, without good time. 


“PAROLE VIOLATORS—Per- 
sons who have violated their 
parole will not be considered for 
reparole until one year from the 
time of re-entering the prison as 
a parole violator.” 


Since the board began to func- 
tion on this basis, parole viola- 
tions have amounted to less than 
two per cent. 


We recommend to the officials 
of Fulton County that they assist 
in the administration of these 
policies by furnishing the board 
with information available that 
will enable the State Board of 
Pardons and Paroles to consider 
all cases properly and to make 
decisions based on facts instead 
of on political influences. 


DIVORCE CALENDAR 


The large number of cases ap- 
pearing on the calendars in the 
Court of Domestic Relations Sec- 
tion, Fulton Superior Court, shows 
an unhealthy situation in the dig: 
nity of marriage. 


It is natural that everybody be 
interested in marriage and this 
Grand Jury is warning of the 
necessity of a more careful con- 
sideration of the marriage ‘state 
by all young people contemplating 
nuptials. 


Marriage licenses issued in Ful- 
ton County in 1943 totaled 6,567. 

Divorces in Fulton County in 
1943 are summed up as follows:

While some of these cases were 
dismissed, probably because dif- 
ferences were patched up, or 
through errors in filing, and other 
causes, there were a great num- 
ber of unhappy people who suf- 
fered bitterly because of their 
wrecked marriages. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 
OF CITY OF. ATLANTA 


No. 1 Fire House, located on 
Alabama Street, in the heart of 
the business distrct, contains the 
central alarm system for the en- 
tire department. If an unusual 
fire should break out in our busi- 
ness district this building, which 
is not fireproof, could be destroyed 
and with it the entire control cen- 
ter of the alarm system. At this 
time it would be impossible to 
replace the alarm equipment and, 
therefore, the City of Atlanta 
would find itself in a rather pre- 
carious situation. Therefore, this 
Grand Jury recommends the re- 
placement of this building in or- 
der to afford the utmost protec- 
tion possible. 


POLICE COURTS 

On personal inspection of. the 
Police Courts, one known as the 
General Division, which is presid- 
ed over by Judge A. W. Callaway, 
and one known as the Traffic Di- 
vision, which is presided over by 
Judge Luke Arnold, we found the 
Courts performing, according to 
our knowledge as a layman, 100% 
with regard to their jurisdiction, 
the charter of the City of Atlanta, 
and the Constitution of the State 
of Georgia. 

Dignified, solemn and stern per- 
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lformance was shown by the two 
Judges without any harshness or 
any mistreatment on the part of 
the defendants. 

The fines we saw assessed while 
there, and from our investigation, 
the Courts operate the same way 
as when we were not there, were 
in accord with our opinion. 

To look at the fines in an off- 
hand way might indicate that they 
are inadequate, but after watching 
the Court perform, seeing the de- 
fendant face to face, hearing his 
statement, and then on each case 
hearing the Judge ask the Record 
Clerk for the previous record, we 
found them.very much the same, 
according to that particular case. 

We commend the two Judges in 


and the law, and their kind and 
considerate attitude towards those 
who come before them, both police 
officers and defendants. 


PRISON CAMPS AND PUBLIC 
WORKS CAMPS OF FULTON 
COUNTY 


We have visited the several 
camps in the County and find that 
they are being very efficiently 
conducted. We were especially 
impressed with the cleanliness 
with which the camps are main- 
tained, especially the kitchens, 


The main dormitories at Alpha- 
retta are being remodeled and we 
commend the Commissioners for 
the undertaking and we recom- 
mend that a steam heating plant 
be placed in this camp, thereby re- 
ducing the fire hazard that nat- 
urally arises by reason of several 
different heaters 
throughout the buildings. 


Ben Hill Camp is practically a 
duplicate of Alpharetta Camp and 
the same type of improvement is 
now being made at the Ben Hill 
Camp and we recommend the 
same material as near as possible 
be placed in both of the camps. 


We realize that due to the pri- 
orities that it would be impossible 
to build a modern fireproof build- 
ing on these locations, but we feel 
that the Commissioners are doing 
everything within their power to 
remedy the conditions at the sev- 
eral camps. 

We made a thorough investiga- 
tion of the camp located at Sandy 
Springs and due to the fact that 
the County does not own the prop- 
erty on which these camp build- 
ings are located we do not recom- 
mend any major improvements, 
but we do note, however, that 
great improvement has been made 
in the kitchen and in the main din- 
ing room and metal tables have 
been installed in both the kitchen 
and dining room. The camps at 
Stonewall, Bellwood and South 
Camp are modern, concrete, fire- 
proof buildings. 

We feel that the County~Com- 
missioners have made aé great 
stride in sanitation when they 
built separate compartments in the 
Alpharetta Camp and Ben Hill 
Camp for toilet and bathing facili- 
ties. 

There has been a modern shed 
erected at Bellwood Camp to 
house all County equipment and 
thereby prolong the life of same. 
We feel that this was a much need- 
ed improvement. The lumber 
used in building these sheds was 
milled by the County and the trees 
cut from County property and by 
doing this the County was saved a 
great amount of money. 

We have inspected the bridges 
and find that the bridges are in 
good repair. Bridge timber has 
also been milled by the County. 

Great effort has been put forth 
by the Public Works Department 
in keeping the rural mail and 
school routes passable at all times 
and we are pleased to state that 
we find the rural roads in excel- 
lent condition and they are at- 
tempting at this time to resurface 
several roads. We feel that due to 
the limited amount of asphalt ob- 
tainable the paving program has 
necessarily been retarded, but im- 
mediately upon release of a suffi- 
cient amount of asphalt a program 
has been formulated by the Com- 
missioners of Roads and Revenues 
so that the most necessary proj- 
ects will receive first considera- 
tion. 

We commend the Commission- 
ers for holding their Public Works 
meeting on the last Wednesday in 
each month at which time the citi- 
zens of the County can present 
their requests which are in turn 
investigated by the Chief of Con- 
struction and the Assistant War- 
dens and their recommendations 
are made to the Commissioners. 
This, in our opinion, dispenses 
with a lot of lost motion and en- 
ables the rendering of better serv- 
ice on the part of the County of- 
ficials, 


Through the efforts of the Coun- 
ty Commissions the State High- 
way Department of Georgia is co- 
operating to the highest degree 


mont Road, which has been in 
need of repair for a long time, and 
also repaved Bankhead Highway 
from Hollywood Road to the Chat- 
tahoochee River Bridge and there 
are several other projects which 
are now under consideration and 
we feel assured that the Highway 
Department will look upon these 
with favor as the requests being 
made by the Commissioners are 
very meritorius. 

We also wish to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that the Planning 
Commission of Fulton County is 
now engaged on a very important 
postwar planning program and are 
working in close co-operation with 
the Planning Commissions of the 
City of Atlanta and adjoining 
counties. We feel that these plans 
will have a far-reaching effect and 
the Commissioners assure us that 
they are doing everything in their 
power to effect the much needed 
improvements as set out in their 
postwar planning. 

We feel that the County is mak- 
ing great strides in helping solve 
the problem of youth delinquency 


by the park program that they are 


carrying out. They are co-operat- 
‘ing with the City to develop Per- 
'kerson Park in the Capitol View 
section, which will supply recrea- 


tional facilities for a large num.- 
ber of juveniles and citizens in 
that community, and they have 
also ordered that the County co-

FULTON COUNTY JAIL 


Upon our investigation we find 
'that the jail is_in very good con- 
'dition, thoroughly clean and at 
this time is being repainted, The 
kitchen and cooking facilities of 
the jail were found to be in first- 
class condition, clean, and the food 
served is good. The records that 
are kept of the prisoners and their 
belongings seem to be very ef- 
ficient. 


TAPPING FEES 


We find that the City and Coun- 
ty governments have come to an 
understanding regarding charges 
for tapping fees in the Kenolia 
Drive and Beecher Street section, 
which should eliminate any fur 
ther controversy regarding this 
matter,

Sponsored by the Atlanta Music 
Club, the Philadelphia Opera 
Company’s production of the 
Strauss comic opera is the com- 
pany’s first appearance in Atlan- 
ta. The Strauss vehicle has prov- 
ed a Broadway smash hit under the 
title of “Rosalinda,” where it has 
drawn capacity houses for two 
years. It is brought to Atlantans 
by the Philadelphia company dur- 
ing an extensive tour of the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, under the 
banner of <Acé Impresario S. 
Hurok who also handles the Bal- 
let Theater, due here March 29, 
and the new Metropolitan Opera 
sensation, Patrice Munsel, who 
will debut here next month. 

The presentation today is one 
of the half-dozen extra attractions 
which the Atlanta Music Club of- 
fers off its two series.

Can anyone logically contend, in the face of such figures, that 
the present teacher pay scale in Georgia is adequate? 

Statistics show, moreover, that the situation grows steadily 
worse. Whereas 3,847 dropped out in 1941 and 4,523 in 1942, 5,738 
quit in 1943 and the upward trend gives no indication of 
slackening. 
= Consider, too, the fact that the caliber of replacements—when, 
indeed, any at all are available—has been progressively declining. 
In one short year, from June 30, 1942, to June 30, 1943, the number 
of white teachers without any college training whatsoever increased 
from 574 to 1,348 which figure, it goes without saying, has been 
skyrocketing ever since. 

One cannot argue with figures. 

One cannot fail to realize that, with every bordering state 
paying their teachers better, we cannot expect to retain compe- 
tent, qualified faculties unless we meet the competition. 

The figures are there. They are startling. And they indicate 
that the already deplorable situation is growing steadily worse.

The Three Georgians 


Didn’t Shadowbox 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 4.—Man and boy, 
come next Michaelmas, I guess I have attended 
a thousand or more forums, symposiums and con- 
ferences on this and that. I have learned not 
to expect too much. 

Too often these conferences are attended by gentlemen who want 
to justify the position they have taken and hence summon a great 
many speakers to say soothing, in-accord speeches. 

More often than not they may turn out to be merely a rearranging 
and a restating of prejudices. 

Nine out of 10 speakers do little more than that. There is 
a great deal of shadow-boxing and some neat footwork. 

Most of the speakers who choose not to whip the meeting’s whip- 
ping boy, wind up and swing, but end up by falling on their faces. 
Theoretically, of course. 

All this explains why I left Vanderbilt’s conference on postwar 
planning full of pride because of the performance of the three 
Georgians on the program. 

They were Mr. Robert Strickland, president of the Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia; Mr. Cason Callaway, retired industrialist but active 
as Georgia’s No. 1 farmer, and Dr. Goodrich White, president of 
Emory University. 

All three of them swung. And all three of them landed. The 
conference had many able speakers and outstanding men on its 
program. Many of them did well. 

It may be prejudice on my part, but in confidence, I thought the 
three Georgians were the best punchers on the card. There was no 
clever footwork and no shadowboxing. When they swung they 
didn’t miss. ' 


FACTS OF LIFE Cason Callaway spoke on Thursday. He 

spoke on agriculture in the south, particu- 

larly in our region. 

He spoke out against subsidies, saying they weakened the 
character and the ambition of those receiving them. 

A certain number began to applaud. 

But Cason Callaway wasn't through. 

“Business and industry cannot complain about subsidies as long 
as they offer no alternative,” he said. 

They began to listen. 

He told them that farming was through in our section unless it 
could turn to soil improvement, perennial crops and to use of ma- 
chinery and the setting up of processing plants. To do this he said 
there must be long-term, low-rate credits. 

This he said had to be supplied by community business and 
industry. 

If they didn’t do it, he said, the government would, for the 
simple reason that the southern farmer cannot do it. 

He pointed to the future of the postwar agricultural south as 
having tremendous possibilities. But he said that it had to be done 
by planning across a span of three to five years, during which 
time the farmers must have credit to improve their soil, buy 
machinery and establish perennial crops. 

There were many bankers and industrialists in the audience from 
several southern states and he was saying to them that it was up 
to them to supply the answer. Did they want independent farmers 
or did they want a continuation of subsidies and controls by the 
government? The farmer can’t doit. If business and industry don’t 
supply the alternative the government will have to do it. 

It was a grand, honest speech which didn’t whip the whipping 
boy. He swung hard and landed, 


MR. STRICKLAND Mr. Robert Strickland had to leave, but 
his paper was read Friday afternoon 
and I wanted to stand up and cheer it. 

He came out of his corner swinging and he, too, landed. 

He told them that the big job in the south after the war was 
not so much finding something to put in old war plants but in 
establishing new industries, especially small ones which would 
be the backbone of the towns and small cities from which they 
drew employment. 

He said the south would never pull itself up if southern lead- 
ership, in small as well as large communities, did not recognize 
their responsibility to establish, capitalize and manage new indus- 
tries in their own communities. 

The banks of the south must accept the responsibility for a 
courageous and intelligent financing of agriculture at reasonable 
rates and on terms which will allow the farmer to accumulate 
capital in modern farm equipment and farm development. This, 
he said, would mean widespread adoption of term lending to farm- 
ers to establish crops and remove uneconomic conditions. He was 
hitting straight to the heart of the problem—credit and the time to 
establish better farm practices. 

He, too, asked for small processing plants. As in the case of 
the manufacturing plants, he said they need not be large plants, 
employing thousands, but small ones to meet the need. 

Dr. Goodrich White talked on education. He wasn’t afraid. He 
didn’t deplore and view with alarm. He talked with courage and 
vision. 

In my humble opinion, the three Georgians stole the Vanderbilt 
conference. They swung. And they didn’t fall on their faces. 
They landed. “But hard,” as the saying has it.

: For Whom Men Fight 
And Sacrifice and Die 


There is an old question, sure to crop up in 
war, that is always asked by a certain propor- 
tion of the individuals engaged in the fight. 
This is true whether the individual is fighting 

in the front battle lines or on the home production field. 

That question is, “What am I fighting for?” 

In this war the reasons for our fighting are so self-evident, so 
plain, such common knowledge, that the proportion of questioners 
is very low. We are fighting, in the first place, because we were 
attacked. At Pearl Harbor by the Japanese. And because, only 
a day or two later, Germany and Italy declared war against the 
United States. 

Back of these cold facts, of course, is the equally important fact 
that we have to see that the Axis is completely smashed and ren- 
dered powerless for future aggression. The whole idea back of the 
Axis is so contrary to the ideals of human freedom in which we 
believe that the two ideologies just can’t exist in the world to- 
gether. Either the Axis, victorious, will make slaves of all man- 
kind, or we shall rescue the hope of freedom for all men. 

With such reasons we cannot do otherwise than fight until the 
victory is won. 


THE BASIC CAUSE But there is a deeper, a more funda- 


mental cause why men fight, why men 
sacrifice and why men die, if necessary, in warfare. 

That cause is the cause of the younger generations and the gen- 
erations yet unborn. Men fight for their children and men die, 
with a smile on their lips, if they bear with them the knowledge 
that their children, thereby, will enjoy opportunity for a better life. 

There are two primary instincts in all men. One is that of self- 
preservation and the other is that of preservation of the race. Some- 
times, when the future of their race is menaced, men will forget 
the first impulse, self-preservation, and sacrifice their individual 
lives, willingly, for the sake of the children to whom they hand the 
torch of freedom which they themselves have carried high. 

This instinct to fight for the freedom and the protection of their 
young is not always conscious purpose. It is always there, how- 
ever, even though the individual does not always recognize it. 

There is, in the heart of each man slogging through mudded

It is for the laughing eyes of children at play that men fight. 
It is for the boys they used to be, the boys they hope again to see, 
the boys of their free homeland, that they suffer physical indigni- 
ties that would otherwise be unbearable. 

For 
the children whose happy cries fill the streets of home and the 
sandlot playgrounds. For the children whose grubby fingers leave 
smears upon home walls and furniture, the children whose toys 
litter the living room floor and whose little garments hang from 
the backyard clothesline. 

It is for the children who cry when knees are scuffed or fingers 
scratched and it is so that these same children shall always have 
a mother to whom to run for comfort and to “kiss it well.”

Text and Pretext 


To think and speak of inanimate 
things as persons, seems to be an 
elemental human instinct. Moun- 
tains, rivers and trees are. per- 
sonified in every language. The 
more closely things are associated 
with people, the more apt we are 
to think of them in personal terms. 
It is more than a fancy. Matter, it 
is true, is inanimate, but it is 
capable of receiving and express- 
ing the thought and character of 
people. Apart from human life 
it is insignificant, but once let a 
person touch it and he leaves 
something of himself impressed 
upon it, 

The story of the creation in 
Genesis is a revealing parable. 
“The earth was waste and void, 
and darkness was upon the face 
of the deep.’”” Now comes the be- 
ginning of history. “And the spirit 
of God moved upon the face of 
the waters.’”’ Then the stars came 
out, verdant beauty clothed -hills 
and valleys, and the rivers began 
to sing their songs to the sea. 
Spirit touched matter and trans- 
formed it into visible tangible 
beauty. 

HUMAN HISTORY 

Here is to be found man’s like- 
ness to God. His spirit, too, can 
brood over that which is formless 
of meaning and void of beauty, 
and give it a spiritual significance. 
He takes the dead meaningless 
ore out of the darkness of the 
earth and transforms it into wires 
of communication, vibrant with 
his messages, and into steel path- 
ways to bear his commerce. He 
digs the meaningless marble out 
of the hills and breathes the 
visions of his spirit into its in- 
senate substance until it lives in 
revealing beauty. This is, indeed, 
the story of human life. Thus we 
trace the footsteps of the race in 
its long climb, by the manner in 
which it has fashioned meaning- 
less matter into instruments of 
skill, ornaments of beauty, and 
temples of worship. Each age has 
registered with unerring accuracy 
the record of its achievements, as 
it has impressed itself upon its ma- 
terial surroundings. 

It was inevitable that in this 
long association of the human 
spirit with its. physical environ- 
ment, not alone thought and strug- 
gle with difficulties should be 
registered, but the characters of 
men should be indelibly written 
in that which they have wrought 
with their hands. The supersti- 
tious fear of haunted houses, has 
more than a grain of truth for its 
justification. The spirit of a man 
permeates with his motives and 
ideals the substance with which 
he works, and ever afterwards 
haunts the environments where 
he has lived and toiled. Thus 
houses which he has builded for 
homes, workshops, or worship, 
have messages revealing his char- 
acter for those who come after 
him. Just as certainly as “the 
firmament showeth His handi- 
work,” the works of men reveal 
the character of the workmen. 

So we must understand that 
the cities which we are building 
reveal characters of those who 
build them. Parks and alleys, 
hospitals and hotels, monuments 
and slums, schools and libraries, 
are all vocal with the standards 
and ambitions, the motives and 
the tastes of the generation which 
produced them. Thus it is that 
every house and neighborhood, 
every avenue and institution is 
vocal with its human story, 


CHARACTER OF CITIES 


A cheap shoddy house builded 
for profit at the cost of the health 
and happiness of tenants, cries 
aloud of greed and_ selfishness. 
Neglected neighborhoods with 
poor sanitation, contrasted with 
well-paved, well lighted, and 
wholesome neighborhoods, reveal 
the social, political and religious 
character of a community. It is 
not a superstition, but a reason- 
able belief in the persistence of 
spiritual influences, which leads 
me to say, that religious temples, 
or industrial factories which are 
reared at the expense of the wel- 
fare of men and women, will, as 
long as they stand, be a degrading 
influence in the life of the com- 
munity. 

We are passing now through the 
most terrible era of destruction 
which the world has ever known. 
That is what war means, and God 
grant that we may not forget it. 
Architects and artists, engineers 
and inventors with all our spir- 
itual and material resources, have 
been deflected from the task of 
construction and dragooned into 
the work of destruction. Yet in 
startling contrast to this horrible 
picture, there has been brought to 
the attention of thoughtful lovers 
of mankind, the thuth that much 
of what has been destroyed should 
never have been builded, and 
much that remains of our over- 
crowded disadvantaged cities 
should be destroyed and rebuilt.

Citizenship Restored 


To Former Criminals 


Between 5,000 and 10,000 Georgians who have 
paid in full their debt to society today cannot 
exercise citizenship rights because in bygone 
years they committed a crime. sitataaat 

Among these are many community leaders whose past is un- 
known to neighbors, and whose prison terms expired as long as 
20 years ago. ; 

Society took away their right to vote and serve on juries when 
they committed a crime. But after they served their sentence, 
society neglected to wipe the slate clean and restore these no 
longer-criminals to a citizenship which they had earned. 

To remedy this situation and fully rehabilitate former law- 
breakers, the State Board of Pardons and Paroles now is awarding 
miniature diploma-like receipts that restore civil rights to those 
persons who serve their maximum sentence and prove they are law- 
abiding citizens. Maximum sentence may be served fully behind 
bars, or partially. on parole. 

Board members, Ed Everett, Grover Byars and Helen Coxon, 
say this is the first time Georgia has taken such a step. Except, 
of course, when a full pardon was granted. 

Although the step was taken a year ago, only 15 persons have 
applied for and received these diplomas restoring civil rights. Ap 
parently ge are unaware of the new policy. From now on, how- 
ever, many diplomas will be awarded. In the future the board will 
automatically restore civil rights to prisoners completing their max- 
imum sentences and showing they are law-abiding citizens. Appli- 
cations still will have to be made in old cases, however. 


WOHLWENDER WORRIED Alleged immorality in the Pine 


Mountain state park cabins has 

posed a question for state as well as county officials. | 

Solicitor Ed Wohlwender Jr., of the Columbus judicial circuit, 
has launched a crusade to arrest couples in cabins who are not 
husbands and wives. He fears military personnel of that territory 
is particularly negligent on this requirement. A raid the other 
night pulled in a number of couples. 

While state officials would not like for state parks to get tainted 
reputations, they are hesitant about driving off legitimate tourists 
by demanding that they produce wedding licenses when registering 
at the cabins. People just don’t carry licenses with them. 

And this idea presents itself. How would officers answer, say 
a suit for false arrest, if some couple were hustled out of a cabin 
in the middle of the night and taken to the county seat to make 
bail—and it turned out that their only crime was neglecting to 
bring along their wedding license, rings, and children, if any, on 
their visit to the state park? 

Incidentally, the Georgia supreme court now has before it the 
question of whether Wohlwender is the rightful solicitor. He was 
appointed by former Governor Talmadge to succeed Hubert Calhoun, 
and he claims he should serve Calhoun’s full term. He would not 
take part in an election called by the Democratic committee, who 
said Wohlwender’s time was up January 1. Arthur Copeland de 
feated Monroe Stephens in this race, and claimed the seat. In a 
battle in superior court, Judge Hicks Fort ruled in favor of Wohl- 
wender, and the case went to the supreme court. 


FBI MOVES IN Ever work in an office or plant where an 

efficiency expert has moved in to speed up 
production? Then you have some idea of the Department of Cor- 
rections now that a veteran FBI agent has taken over. 

Employes who had led more or less a laissez-faire existence, in 
common with some other departmental workers, for years, today 
are virtually punching a time clock. Under Francis Hammack's 
orders, they are working longer hours and stepping lively to put 
the office in such order that the new director—whose career as a 
G-man depended largely’ on records and efficiency—can put his 
finger on anything and anybody at a moment’s notice. Instead of 
wandering off at intervals for soft drinks or gossip, employes of this 
department sign in and out of the office—like co-eds at a girls’ 
dormitory. 

Some employes may break under the strain, but some boastfully 
say: “We are operating a really modern business office now.” 
While Hammack’s drive in straightening out a muddle is ad- 
mired, it is unlikely that his methods will gain headway in other 
departments. Some department heads prefer letting their employes 
chat with visitors and keep up contacts with the public, and claim 
efficiency is better with less strict supervision. 

A fighter who apparently will hue to the line of carrying out his 
job on business principles rather than following political expe 
diency, Hammack showed his wares recently when arguing for a 
million-dollar budget for prison reform. A shrewd political leader 
suggested that administration opponents might make political capi- 
tal out of some of the expenditures, by twisting them to sound bad 
regardless of how good they might be. 

To which Hammack replied, in effect: 

“T am not running this department with a view to future politt- 
cal campaigns. I was hired to help build a prison system for 
Georgia, and that is what I am going to try to do.”

voters of the Democratic party 
throughout the country reveals 
that Wallace not only is ahead in 
every section of the country, but, 
what may be even more surpris- 
ing to party leaders, he has a siz- 
able lead in the south. 
Voters stating a preference for 
the Democratic party were asked 
which of the following men most 
frequently mentioned as vice pres- 
idential possibilities they would 
prefer.

POPULARITY IN SOUTH 

Although a number of southern 
political leaders have been highly 
critical of Wallace, their revolt 
against him has apparently not 
extended to the rank and file.

GOOD HUNTING. “The Zeros 
come at you like a pack of dogs 
bounding across a field on a spring 
day. The Japs seem eager to die.” 

That’s how it is when you’re 
piloting a combat plane in the South 
Pacific, according to Major Joseph 
Jacob Foss of the Marine Corps, 
and he is in a position to know. 

Joe Foss has accommodated the 
crews of at least 26 Jap planes in 
their desire to die. This, as President 
Roosevelt said in handing him the 
Congressional Medal of Honor, 
made him the holder of “a record 
of aerial-combat achievement un- 
surpassed in this war.” 

Once, Joe picked off a Zero at 
29,000 feet, then spotted two big 
torpedo bombers at 3,000. He dived 
and bagged both. Another day, he 
destroyed four Zeros in an hour and 
a quarter. Such feats Joe ascribes to 
patience and marksmanship: “I wait 
till I get in close, then a single tack- 
tack will do the trick. The Jap’s 
motor goes one way, his tail an- 
other. It’s a beautiful sight.” 


JUST AVERAGE. That may sound 
cold-blooded, but Joe isn't at all. 
Born on a farm near Sioux Falls, 
S. D., 28 years ago, he helped with 
the chores, made average grades, 
was just moderately good at sports, 
tootled a sax in the school band. 
Then came a momentous day when 
Joe, aged 12, went up to Sioux Falls 
and saw Charles A. Lind h make 
a barnstorming flight. After that 
there was just one thing in the world 
for him — wings. 


Tough Guy 


It wasn’t easy. His father died 
and Joe had to help support the 
family and work his way through 
college. In June, 1940, he enlisted 
as a Marine aviation cadet. In 
August, 1942, he married pretty 
June Shakstad, his home-town 
sweetheart. A month later he was 
on his way to Guadalcanal... 

Never scratched by a bullet, Joe 
contracted malaria after several 
months in the Solomons and was 
sent home. Now he’s well, and has 
one ambition. He wants to go back. 
He wants to get those bounding 
Zeros in his gun sights again.

Our Bic CHANCE 
by Fannie Hurst 


The hardships of war have 
made us promise ourselves 
finer peacetime ways. Can 
we fulfill these pledges? 


OME years ago I saw a play which has 
remained memorable in my mind. It 
was called “The Deluge.” It con- 

cerned seven or eight people trapped in a 
basement cafe, after a dam just beyond 
the town had burst and threatened to 
destroy everything im its path. 

Faced with what appeared to be almost 
certain death, these men and women, from 
varied walks of life, met their terrible 
emergency with prayerful promises to be 
more appreciative of their blessings, more 
tolerant, more godly, if only the Almighty 
would stay His hand and grant them life 
instead of death. 

Well, in the play God did choose to 
divert the path of the rushing waters. But 
alas, most of the repentant ones, with life 
once more in its normal groove and the 
danger over, reverted, as the drama devel- 
oped, into the same selfish, intolerant and 
grasping individuals they had been before 
the deluge. 

That must not happen to us following 
the deluge of this war. 


On ALL sides our young people, particu- 
larly those who are in service in remote 
parts of the world, are yearning for the day 
when they can return to a life they now 
realize they did not fully appreciate when 
their world was at peace. 

I know a young Wave, Ensign Smith we 
will call her, who married a young man 
now a bombardier in North Africa, three 
months before he left for service overseas. 
I have known Ensign Mary Smith since 
her childhood, and a spoiled and pampered 
childhood it was. The only daughter of 
indulgent parents, she was the sort of girl 
who preferred living in Europe, but man- 
aged to reconcile herself to our provincial 
way of life for about three or four months 
a year. 

She has been in the service now for 
about fifteen months, and does routine work 


oped unsuspected traits. Ensign Smith has 
proved herself to he the stuff of which good 
Americans are made. 

But what she wants more than anything 
in the world is the return of her man from 
overseas, so she can settle down to the 
business of creating a home. She longs to 
make up for lost time, and to get her roots 
into a soil that has become indescribably 
dear to her. You would not think she was 
the same girl. Ensign Smith has discovered 


something very much worth while in the 
kind of home toward which she would 
once have raised supercilious, nicely- 
plucked eyebrows. 

Her young bombardier husband, one- 
time polo player, concurs with her views. 
She showed me a letter from him. Here is 
an excerpt which speaks for itself: 

“I can scarcely realize as I read your 
letter and think my own thoughts on this 
God-forsaken strip of sand, that we ever 
were the kind of people we must have been 
before this war. We hadn’t even blown the 
top suds off life. I want to get back to you, 
and Main Street, and filling stations, and 
drugstore lunch-counters, and farms with 
silos, and Niagara Falls, and five-and-ten- 
cent stores, and tourist camps, and comic 
strips, and the gal who is going to make a 
home for me and our kids. All I can think 
of, Mary, is getting this job finished and 
coming home to what I didn’t know I had 
when I left it...” 


In ONE way or another, this awakening 
of Americans is practically universal. What 
our young people are thinking about is 
important, and what they are thinking 
about is getting home and back into the 
harness in which so many of them were 
once restless and balky. 

They are no longer thinking of how 
monotonous the little home town was. 
They are thinking, instead, how indescrib- 
ably dear was that room up under the 
eaves in that little old frame house on Elm 
Street. They are thinking of Mother’s 
deep-dish apple pie, and the way the green 
trees wave outside church windows on 
sleepy Sunday mornings. They are think- 
ing of a lanky fellow in striped trousers 
and a high hat, and of a bronze girl holding 
a torch in New York Harbor. 


Tus is the moment in our country’s his- 
tory which is the equivalent of the crisis in 
“‘The Deluge.’’ Under pressure of danger, 
a good many of those who are caught in 
the direct path of our emergency are prom- 
ising, if only they are spared, that they 
will more fully realize themselves and 
their blessings. 

During the terrible deluge of this war, 
evaluations of the good old American way 
of life, which we once took so much for 
granted, have come home to us. So have 
new determinations that our future shall 
surpass even our past. During this present 
period of baptism by fire and suffering, we 
are staring at new values, seeing visions of 
a better world. 

Our soldiers will be coming back to us in 
that spirit. We — and they — must resolve 
to hold fast to the dreams and to the high 
new resolves that have come out of the 
crucible of our agonies.

These have been 
knocked out almost completely. 


deaths have been more than cut 
in half by the remarkable sulfa 


ing cough, scarlet fever and 


diphtheria. 

There still remain three big 
enemies of the race which have 
shown no tendency to weaken: 
heart disease, cancer and vio- 
lence or accidents. If these were 
conquered, it is estimated three 
years could be added to average 
life expectancy. And today, hope 
for such a victory is brighter 
than ever before. Researchers 
have made much progress in the past five 
years and are hoping soon to land a knockout 
punch. But even though complete victory 
still lies ahead, we already have scored im- 
portant successes. “‘Present-day treatment,”’ 
says Dr. Ira T. Nathanson of Harvard Medi- 
cal School, “‘is effective in the early stages of 
cancer. And even in more advanced cases, it 
is far from hopeless. In several forms of can- 
cer, the rate of cure is higher than that of 
some other diseases.”” Cancer specialists 
agree that if all cases were treated early, 
deaths could be reduced from one third 
te one half. 

Accidents have always taken a heavy toll 
of life in America. In 1942 eight Americans 
were killed by accident for every U.S. sol- 
dier killed in action, and about a third of 
these fatal accidents occurred in the home. 
Even more amazing, for every U.S. soldier 
wounded, missing or taken prisoner jn 1942, 
almost 200 civilians were injured in accidents 
— a total of 9,000,000 civilian casualties, of 
which 320,000 resulted in permanent disa- 
bility. Accidents were first in causes of deaths 


among girls from five to 14 and among boys 
and men from five to 39. They kill more 
youngsters under five than measles, scarlet 
fever and diphtheria combined. 

No wonder the government, industry and 
the National Safety Council have been wag- 
ing an all-out war of prevention. Full-time 
safety engineers in plane plants have halved 
the accident-frequency rate since 1939, de- 
spite the enormous influx of new workers. 
Noteworthy declines have been effected in 
other industries. In homes, where most acci- 
dents occur, the accident rate for 1943 showed 
an increase. Most of this increase reflects 
adult carelessness. School safety programs 
helped hold children’s accidents in check. 


Home Hazards Are Worst 


Sanoor children learn not only how, when 
and where to cross a street safely and how to 
avoid accidents on the playground, but also 
how to spot hazards in the home. Falls on 
Stairways cause the greatest number of home 
accidents, so the kids are taught to check 
Stairs, as well as cellars, attics, closets and 
possibly .defective wiring. If parents would 
co-operate more wholeheartedly in this cam- 
paign, it could become even more effective. 

The next notable gain in the general health 


picture will no doubt be made on the food 
front. Nutrition experts say one third of all 
the people in the U.S. are improperly nour- 
ished, another third below the dietary stand- 
ards fixed by the National Research Council. 
And malnutrition 1s a cause of such diseases 
as pellagra, a contributing factor to many 
others, such as tuberculosis. 

What proper feeding will do is demon- 
strated by the U.S. Army, the sturdiest and 
healthiest group of fighting men in history. 
The U.S. soldier is better fed than 60 per 
cent of U.S. civilians, mainly because the 
latter have not availed themselves of a well- 
balanced diet. Colonel Paul P. Logan of 
the Quartermaster Corps says, ““This experi- 
ment in correct feeding on such a grand scale 
will have definite effects on national eating 
habits after the war.”” Nutrition experts in a 
recent conference asserted that ‘‘the provision 
of adequate diets for all people would lead 
to an advance in public health comparable to 


. that which followed the work of Pasteur.”’ 


The science of nutrition has already made 
a notable contribution to longer life. Accord- 


ing to Professor Henry Sherman of Columbia 


- University,. “a generous surplus of calcium 


results in better development of the young, 
a higher norm of adult health, and a longer 
lease on what we may call the prime of life 
the period between maturity and old age.”’ 
Another promising approach to longevity 
is the growing science of correcting unbalance 
in body chemistry. By supplying hormone 
deficiencies and by surgical treatment of in- 
ternal glands, doctors hope to carry much of 
our youthful vigor into mature years. 
Furthermore, we may expect much from 
the new medical and surgical techniques de- 
veloped by the war — notably replacement 
of parts. Nerve banks as well as blood banks 
are now used to provide the right nerves for 
human repair jobs. In addition, bones, skin 
and the cornea of eyes can be replaced. New 
treatment of burns and shock, perfected dur- 
ing the war, will tend to lessen the accident toll. 
The prospects for living longer are bet- 
tering every day. But this presents us 
with a great increase in chronic and de- 
generative diseases. We have made our 
least headway in controlling these. The sci- 
ence of geriatrics is still in its infancy. But 
more and more physicians are specializing in 
this branch of medicine, and as increasing

attacks are made on this front, new gains 
may be recorded. 

What can you and I do to prolong life? 
Taking a tip from the Australians and New 
Zealanders, we will look first to our diets. 
Our South Pacific allies are the best-fed peo- 
ple in the world, which is the main reason 
they are the longest-lived. The average New 
Zealander gets 3,600 calories a day, close to 
the ideal diet for the fairly active person. 


What to Eat 


Hears authorities recommend this 100 per 
cent fAaily diet for each adult: one pint of 
milk, one or two servings of potatoes and 
vegetables, two servings of fruit, one serving 
of meat, fish or poultry, cereal or bread at 
every meal, two or three tablespoonfuls of 
butter or other fats, four to eight glasses of 
water. Young children should have one quart 
of milk a day and cod-liver oil or other fish- 
liver oils for Vitamins A and D. 

Another thing, don’t overeat if you want 
to live long, says Dr. Clive M. McCay, who 
did nutrition research at Cornell. He sums 
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up. “Eat what you ought to eat firat: then 
eat what you like -—- but not too much.” 

A further rule for long life is to wear loose 
clothing and spend much time in the open air. 
Walking is one of the best exercises. 


Stay Serene and Live Long 


O;- EQUAL importance to body conditioning 
is tranquillity of mind. Thousands of clinical 
records at the Boston Dispensary testify that 
disturbing emotions can contribute to the 
development of a wide range of diseases, in- 
cluding asthma, arthritis, stomach ulcers and 
heart trouble. The late Dr. Leopold Lichtwitz 
of Montefiore Hospital in New York, demon- 


_ $trated that clergymen are less troubled with 


high blood pressure than others. 

What pattern of life should we follow to 
reach 100? The centenarians may be able to 
help us on that, and Dr. Grace E. Bird 
of Rhode Island College of Education has 
studied 450 of them over a period of 20 years. 
Most members of the group, Dr. Bird found, 
kept busy and free from worry and fear, espe- 
cially fear of death. Boredom was shunned 
lhike.the plague. They were moderate in all 
things, ate lightly and simply and got a good 
deal of fun out of life. They were early to bed 
and early up. Most of them had serene minds 

and an abiding faith in God. 

Surprisingly, there are no 
habitués of the armchair among 
this group. They keep busy, 
many of them being gainfully 

ployed. Farmers, physicians, 
clergymen have kept on with 
their work. Others have culti- 
vated new skills. One oldster 
was thrilled at being an air- 
plane spotter, another was an 
enthusiastic skier, another super- 
vised the care of 68 cattle, six 
horses and two mules in Ari- 
zona. They bear witness to the 
fact that old age need not be a 
vacuum. 


Most of the group, says Dr. 

Bird, **had plans for the fu- 

ture, interest in public af- 

fairs, strong enthusiasms, 

hobbies, senses of humor, 

good appetites and strong re- 

sistance to disease and injur- 

ies.”’ It was found that some- 

times a second wind seems to 

come on topping a hundred: new 

interests, increased vitality, occa- 

sionally even new hair color.

The purpose of these schools is 
to keep their pupils alert, to fill their lives 
with new interests, and to teach them new 
skills. 

Dr. Bird does not view with alarm the grow- 
ing proportion of our population past 50, 
believing it to be a reservoir of ability and 
energy largely wasted in the past, but which 
can now be put to use for the benefit of all. 
On the way, especially in America, is an age 
when living to be 100 will be the usual thing, 
not the exception. And it won’t be so long 
either.

True, we all know that 
tact is usually more effective than rudeness. But how 
to make your protest count is the problem. When 
someone’s seeming disloyalty is in fact ignorance, it 18 
simple to explain the harm Black Markets lead to. 
But this was not the excuse for Messrs. A. and X.! 

Whether your protest will do any good depends 
upon whether your words are to be the only evidence 
of disapproval they encounter. If your words express 
the thought of others, your protest will gain strength. 

As to the belief of your friend that one voice can 
do no good, this is the defense of every slacker-voter. 
He coddles the fallacy that one vote among millions 
is wasted. Yet we all know that one vote added to 
other votes make the millions that win an election. 
Winning the war is in some ways the same — except 
that winning or losing means life or death to so many.

This fairest of the fungi has unusual 
vigor, making possible an easy 
tripled production for the growers. 
A thank-you to the -young mycolo- 
gist Louis Lambert, who in 1917 
discovered the laboratory way to 
develop mushroom spawn from the 
spores. A method easily copied.

These buildings are long, 
low, insulated, air-conditioned — and 
windowless, for mushrooms love the 
dark. When the fungi breaks through, 
pickers twist off the buttons spotted 
under the gleam of the miners’ 
lamps worn on their caps. 


Natritional, Teo 


Once the mushroom was esteemed 
solely for its texture and flavor. 
Now the scientists admit the culti- 
vated mushroom offers nutritional 
virtues to boot — iron, copper, ribo- 
flavin and niacin. 

Choose market mushrooms with a 
dewy damp look. Discoloration is a 
sign of old age. In any basket of 
market mushrooms vou'll never 
pick a joker — poisonous varieties 
cannot grow in a cultivated medium. 

Cooks in the mushroom country 
consider it a sacrilege to peel the 
white beauties. They snip off the 
stem tips, and wipe the caps clean. 
Or wash them, but do it in a hurry 
or flavor is lost. 

Low heat, quick cooking, please-— 
otherwise the vegetable will shrivel 
and toughen. Use little water; the 
fungi itself is 90 per cent moisture. 

Favorite mushroom dish in the 
Lambert kitchen is mushrooms in 
sour cream as prepared by daughter 
Arece.

Sitting in the orches- 
tra pit is an incendiary blonde shout- 
ing up instructions to the skaters. 
With a paper cup of coffee in one 
hand, a cigarette in the other, her 
voice husky after a week of 18-hour 
days, she maintains a steady flow of 
instructions. This dynamo is Cath- 
erine Littlefield, who, perhaps, has 
done more to make Americans skat- 
ing-conscious than any other person 
— and yet she’s skated only once in 
her life! 

“Kate” was born in Philadelphia, 
where her mother was a concert 
pianist turned dancing teacher. 
Catherine danced before she 
could walk. At 16 she was weork- 
ing for Ziegfeld, and at 30 she

Her company was wrecked when 
the war broke out.

One of her former male dancers, 
after a stint of training at an Army 
base, wrote: “Believe me, a top ser- 
geant is like a fugitive from a daisy 
chain, compared with Kate.” 

She really gets excited when she 
talks about the possibilities of ice.
